Council and a psychologist of the sort that makes pschol- 
ogy not a vague and useless subdivision of metaphysics but 
a science, applicable and applied no less directly than 

chemistry or anatomy to the practicalities and actualities of life, 
_ contributes to Mental Hygiene an article that pacifists could read 
“with edification in spite of the pain it is calculated to give them. 
Its title is ‘‘Mobilizing the Brains of the Nation,’’ and in it Dr. 
Paton presents, in the convincing way known to readers of the 
Times, the contention that pacifists, instead of being, as they 
fondly imagine, the furthest removed of human kind from such 
militarists as Germany has produced in appalling numbers, are 
their own brothers and sisters, differing from them only in that 
an unlike environment and education have caused an unlike devel- 
opment of the same psychic peculiarity. 

The trouble with pacifist and militarist is an exaggeration or 
hypertrophy of the ego. As Dr. Paton puts it, ‘‘the underlying 
emotional traits and superficial intellectual currents in both cases 
have their sources in practically the same dangerous egoism.’’ 
Explaining still more carefully, he says that ‘‘the advocate of 
the doctrine of nonresistance and the champion of the settlement 
of all claims by force are both seeking for the freedom from the 
feeling of personal restraint which is expressed often in an appar- 
ently imeprsonal phrasing as ‘complete independence of class and 
party and creed.’ ”’ 

The German egoist’s docility to his government is only a seem- 
ing inconsistency. He has been taught to identify himself with 
the state, and in its aggrandizement seeks and finds—or loses— 
his own. The American pacifist, not having a government sharing 
his own idiosyncrasy, is obliged to manifest his morbid individual- 
ism in another direction and to antagonize the state. 

In this curious consanguinity of the pacifist and the militarist 
explanation of the often noted tendency 
of the pacifist to be in effect pro-German. Only mildly and reluct- 
antly, if at all, does he denounce the deeds of Germany. He pre- 
fers to deny the commission of atrocities when he ean—and _ his 
abilities along that line permit him to ignore a vast amount of 
evidence—or else to reprehend any mention of them on the ground 
that to do so is an incitement to ‘‘hate.’’—Ex..

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107 oranges to each packed box 
while in 1917 there was an average 
number of 194, an increase of about 
82 per cent. 

Improvement of Plant—Since the 
last meeting, and in order to care 
for the large crop just marketed, it 
was necessary to make some 
changes. 

The building between the box shed 
and the main house has been re- 
built and a floor laid to make more 
economical and convenient the: pack- 
ing of grapefruit and tangerines. By 
this arrangement a saving in labor 
is effected and these varieties are 
delivered to a part of the house 
where they will not interfere with 
other operations. 

More space for the storing of 
empty shipping boxes has become 
available through the lengthening of 
our deck or second floor about 26 
feet to the north. Our labeling oper- 
ations are now performed in this 
part of the building and our boxes 
are mostly stored at the front of the 
building convenient to the chutes 
which deliver the boxes to the 
packers. 

The additional equipment consists 
of two three-car washer-dryer-sorting- 
table unites, which through a vari- 
able speed device may be increased 
to 4%-car units, a new sizer on the 
east side of our house to care for 
our third grade of fruit, a labeling 
machine, two metal trucks and other 
minor improvements. 

For future use it has been thought

Unusual Conditions—Certainly this 
report would be incomplete without , 
mention of some of the unusual con- 
ditions which have prevailed in this 
the most difficult of all years. | 

There has been a shortage of la-| 
bor with which to handle our fruit 
from the grove to the car, a_ short- 
age of box material and paper in| 
which to pack our fruit and a short- 
age of cars in which to load. To} 
cap the climax a serious dropping 
of navels commenced in April and | 
continued throughout the month of 
May and well into June, which re- 
sulted in considerable loss to some 
of our members. Once before, in 
March and April, 1908, our members | 
suffered a similar dropping, and 
both of these drops were caused by | 
conditions over. which no one had) 
control. 











These conditions have all had to 
be met and we have handled each 
one, with which we have had to 
deal, as well as_ circumstances 
would permit. We have raised 
wages for labor only to have some 
of our employees leave us. This 
has been true both as to pickers and 
those persons employed in the pack- 
ing house, and we experienced a 
shortage of help at the time it was 
most needed. We used eevry effort 
to obtain additional help, and near 
the close of the season were using 
pickers and packers from La Verne 
and packers from Pomona, we pay- 
ing their transportation. | 

To the great excess of the size 
of this crop over former years is 
due partly the difficulty in obtaining 
materials. Another cause is the 
fact that some of the lumber mills 
manufactured the lumber’ which 
would ordinarily be made into | 
boxes, into other forms of lumber 
because a higher price .could be 
thus obtained. Your Supply compa- 
ny had contracts for an ample sup- 
ply of boxes, but has had difficulty 
in obtaining them as needed. We 
have been in touch with the situa- 
tion at all times, have anticipated 
our needs, and, we believe, have re- 
ceived our share of the available 
supply. We are fortunate in having 
had but little trouble with our pa- 
per supply. Our paper has been or-
